On the HF interferance signals, I have spent a fair amount of time 
on the road in the last several weekends, in between work, trying to 
get a fix. Remember finding the signal source the first time with one 
trip happens only in the movies. What really happens is you drive, 
stop, take a directional fix, (if you can hear the signals), log your 
findings, then move across town, and try to get another fix, 
eventually the hope is that with enough data, you can plot out on a 
map, and the cross lines will be where the problem is coming from. At 
least thats how it’s supposed to work, so far the “leg work" is still 
in progress, and it’s far too early to be sure of the results. I have 
borrowed a fairly large loop antenna, and have been using a FIM-41 
field strength monitor, and have a small but growing number of entries 
in the log book. Work continues on this project.
